Docketing

Applicant's amendment to Claims 1, 8,11-15, 17-20, 22-25, 27-30, 32-33, 41-45, 
and 48-54 necessitate an election/restriction requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

Species I: Claims 1-10. 
Species II: Claims 1 1-27. 
Species III: Claims 28-40. 
Species IV: Claims 41-47. 
Species V: Claim 48-58. 

3. The species are independent or distinct because each of the various disclosed 
species details a mutual exclusive characteristic of: 

I. An image wherein the image contains two or more layers of digital data. 

II. A method of watermarking an image of encoding the metadata into two or 
more data layers of a digital watermark of the image. 

III. A method of operating a printer of receiving a print job containing an 
image and two or more layers of metadata. 
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IV. A method of accessing data encoded in an image of decoding a digital 
watermark containing two or more layers of data with a reader. 

V. A method of defining multiple layers of metadata for a watermark in an 

image. 

4. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
